parently embarked on "a social and 
economic revolution" two senators 
in Washington yesterday proposed 
a constitutional amendment which 
would force 
four 
Roosevelt ap- 
pointees off the bench.

Senators Kaslland (D, Miss.) and 
Bridge (R, N.H.), would accom- 
plish this by limiting the number 
of justices a single president might 
appoint to throe.

by virtue of his four terms in office 
Appointed seven of the nine mcm- 
Dors of Ihe high court. And Senator 
Eastland told the senate yesterday 
that 
since January 
1, 1939, the 


.sup; erne court has handed down 13 
decisions 
which 
"directly 
and 


pointedly overruled" earlier decis- 
ions of the court—although in the 
whole history of the republic the 
court had reversed itself but 35 
limes. 


What the senators are getting at 


is a remedy for today's distrust 
of the court and uncertainty as to 
the law. The whole purpose of hav- 
Jrtg a supreme court was to stabi- 
lize interpretation of the law from 
ono generation to another. The ef- 
fect of Mr. Roosevelt's bitter at- 
tacks upon the court, and his sub-' 
sequent changing of seven of the 
nine justices, has been to charge 
the court with a political almos- 
phcr-j and destroy its inherent sta- 
bility as an impartial judgment 
scat of law. 


This is Iho indictment that two 


senators would prosecute with 
a 


constitutional amendment — but 
their proposal is unwise. 
sfThc remedy tor the trouble that 
present politics and law 
have 


brought us docs not lie in further 
law. 


Rather, the remedy lies in the 


people themselves— who they vote 
for in the house and senate, and 
how carefully they watch 
those 


representatives and senators 
in 


their debates and balloting on leg- 
islative enactments. 


Formerly we could tolerate radi- 


cal and unstable men in the con- 
gress because the supreme court 
;nas a bulwark 
that protected 


minorities against majorities and 
protected private citizens 
against 
politicians. 


Now the picture is changed.

The suggestion that all

testimony came as a follow-up.to 
the move by Eastland and Senator 
Bridges (R-NH) aimed at virtual 
dUmissal of half the present court. 
kastland told a reporter he will 


ask the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee to question the justices at hcar- 
(ings he insists be held on the con- 
stitutional 
amendment 
he 
and 
Bridges introduced. 


The amendment would force re- 
tirement of four of the present jus- 
tices by limiting to throe the num- 
ber of court members who could 
hold apoointment by any one pres- 
ident. The places of those rotiring 
would be filled 
temporarily 
by 
House election 
of 
lower 
court 


judges until a new president chose 
successors. 


The amendment faces an admit- 


tedly hard road. To become effec- 
tive, it must win two-thirds approv- 
al by Congress, then ratification by 
three-fourths of the state legisla- 
tures. Most senators doubtad 
it 
could make the grade. 


If it did, however, 
it would 
leave on the court Justices Hugo 
L. Black, Stanley F. Heed, Felix 
Frankfurter and Harold H Bur- 
ton, the latter appointed by Presi- 
dent Truman. It would remove Jus- 
tices William O. Douglas .Frank 
Murphy, Robert H. Jackson and 
Wiley Rutledgc, as the final four 
appointees of the 
late 
President 
Roosevelt. 


It would not affect

Vinson as chief justice, a nomina- 
tion expected to receive early Sen- 
ate confirmation.

Thunderstorms 
Are Reported 
Moving South 


By United Press 
Heavy 
thunderstorms 
moved 
south today after lashing the mid- 
Atlantic seaboard, but floods de- 
veloped in 12 stales after 
three 


days of violent weather had taken 
more than 70 lives and 
injured 
scores of other persons. 


A mass of cold air that had 


blanketed the northern half of the 
country moved southward, meeting 
a warm blast from the south to 
create storms over an area 
ex- 


tending from Kansas and 
north- 


ern Oklahoma eastward to the At- 
lantic coast. 


Thunder, lightning, heavy 
rain 


and possibly floods were expected 
over scattered areas in the new 
storm belt, but the U .S. weather 
bureau at Chicago said it could not 
predict exactly where the storms 
would hit.

As our mental health and 
happiness in later life largely de- 
pends on our experiences in child- 
hood, we should retain

The common 
parental practice 


of wailing for a baby to grow up 
before enjoying him is not a good 
policy. 
Little babies need human 


companionship to help them deve- 
lop the feeling of security. 


In his observations on newborn 


infants, Dr. C. A. Aldrich found 
that the least crying in hospital 
nurseries occurred 
at the lime 


when the most nurses were on 
duty and the most crying when 
Ihc night shift was in charge. 
It 


might be that during the day more 
attention' was given to each infant 
when he became 
uncomfortable, 


but it might also be that 
babies 


like company. 
BABIES N E E D LOVE 


Babies need love and care from 


their 
father, 
mother, 
brothers, 


and sisters. Singing to them and. 
rocking 
them in moderation 
are 


good practices. 


Babies should be fed on sched- 


jlc (their schedule). 
All babies 
ire different, but, like adults, they 
Dcccmc hungry when Iheir storn- 
hs arc empty. As a rule, this is 


that three-to four-hour 
intervals,

OF ARKANSAS, a majority of all 
the members elected to each House 
agreeing thereto:

That the following is hereby pro- 


posed as an amendment lo Ihe 
Constitution of the State of Arkan- 
sas, and upon being submitted to 
the electors of the State for ap- 
proval or rejection at the next gen 
eral election for Representatives 
and Senators, if a majority of the 
electors voting thereon, at such an 
election, adopt 
such 
amendment, 


Ihe same shall become a pnrt of 
the Constitution of the State of Ar- 
kansas, to wit: 


SECTION 
1. That Amendment 


No. 3 of the Constitution of the 
State of Arkansas be amended lo 
read as follows: 


The county courls of Ihe Slate in 


their respective counties 
together 


with a majority of the justices of 
Ihe peace of such county, in addi- 
tion lo the 4imount of county lax 
allowed to bo levied, shall have 
the power to levy not 
exceeding 


ten mills on the dollar on all tax- 
able properly of Iheir respective 
counties, which shall be known as 
the county road tax, and

of 
making and 
repairing 
public 


roads and bridges of the respective

RESENTATIVES OF THE STATE 
OF ARKANSAS, a majority of all 
the members elected to each House 
agreeing thereto:

That the following is hereby pro- 


posed as an amendment lo Ihe 
Constitution of the State of Arkan- 
sas, and upon being submitted to 
the electors of the State for ap- 
proval or rejection at the next gen 
eral election for Representatives 
and Senators, if a majority of the 
electors voting thereon, at such an 
election, adopt 
such 
amendment, 


Ihe same shall become a pnrt of 
the Constitution of the State of Ar- 
kansas, to wit: 


SECTION 
1. That Amendment 


No. 3 of the Constitution of the 
State of Arkansas be amended lo 
read as follows: 


The county courls of Ihe Slate in 


their respective counties 
together 


with a majority of the justices of 
Ihe peace of such county, in addi- 
tion lo the 4imount of county lax 
allowed to bo levied, shall have 
the power to levy not 
exceeding 


ten mills on the dollar on all tax- 
able properly of Iheir respective 
counties, which shall be known as 
the county road tax, and

anese premier, said in his prison 
cell in answer to the prosecution's 
opening statement 
at 
his 
war 
crimes trial. 


Tojo charged the United States 
was guilty of "planned mass mas- 
sacre" in its bombing pattern for 
Japan, and "trampled on treaties" 
in its conduct of the war. 


Toio's statement indicated that 
the defense would contend that Ja- 
pan was forced into the Pacific war 
in self defense. 


The former Japanese leader as- 
serted that even the Kellogg pact 
outlawing war permitted war 
in 


self defense. He added that Japan, 
in "entering this pact, 
reserved 


the right to fight for protection out- 
side of the range of the treaty." 
For the same reason, he said. 


Japan was "not bound 
by 
the 


Hague convention regarding 
the 


opening of a war. It follows that 
even if a final message is to 
be 


sent, it is not a violation of treaties 
if such a message "fails to con- 
form to protocol." 


(Japan's disputed final message 


to the United States, delivered to 
her peace envoy, Saburo Kurusu, 
and Ambassador Admiral Kichisa- 
buro Nomura after the bombs 'ell 
on Pearl Harbor, was not a decla- 
ration of war. It merely broke off 
current negotiations and said that 
Japan "reserved the right to take 
future action.") 


The ex-premier said the prose- 


cution made a "grave mistake" in 
charging that the Pearl Harbor at- 
tack violated existing treaties and 
was murder. 


Speaking of atrocities, Tojo said, 


"granting that the facts of alleged 
violations of war regulations and 
customs will wait for future judg- 
ment. Japan is one of the civilized 
nations and from its general char- 
acteristics tries to respect 
these 
regulations."

In Ihis tobacco-hungry country 


the youthful entrepreneuer can earn 
more money picking discarded cig- 
arel ends off the street than he 
can by working in a factory. Ger- 
man marks are only the symbol 
of money — nicotine is the 
lure 


currency. 


To Americans accustomed to buy- 


ing any quantity of cigarels, it is 
difficult lo understand the lengths 
that luxury-starved Germans 
will 


go to indulge in a smoke. Men and 
women who would die rather than 
ask for food will stop American 
s.oldiers on Ihe streets to request a 
cigaret. 


They even invest their own slim 


stores of marks to buy black mar- 
ket United Slales dollars in order 
lo be able lo offer real cash to 
hard-pressed doughboys willing to 
part with their cigaret or pipe to- 
bacco rations.

butt-collecting a major German in- 
dustry.

New iork, June 20— (/I'j— Mem- 


bers of Ihe Unilcd Nations alomic 
energy commission weighed loday 
a Russian plan for a world con- 
vention to outlaw alomic weapons 
which, if adoplcd, would compel 
Ihe Uniled Slales lo deslroy all her 
alom bombs within three months. 


The Russian plan, offered as a 


substitute for an American propo- 
sal under which the United Stales 
has condilionally offered lo share 
her atomic secrets and destroy the 
bombs, would be put into force by 
ratification of half the nations of 
the world. 


On vital points it was drastical- 


ly at variance with Ihe conditions 
which were laid down last Friday 
by U. S. 
Delegate 
Bernard M. 


Baruch and which must be met 
before the Uniled Slales would pool 
her atomic "know-how" 'under a 
guaranlee of world control. 


The Russian plan would forbid 


use and production of atomic weap- 
ons, provide for their destruction 
three months after the convention 
is ratified, and require each sig- 
natory nation within six 
months 


after enactment to provide its own 
legislation prescribing severe pun- 
ishment for violations.

deadlocked, 3 to 3, on the proposal.
